Behind the British Lines in France, 


June 1.—(Correspondence 
of 
the 


Associated Press, About 7:50)—The 
French children found in the villages | 
of northern France, evacuated by the 
Germans under the pressure of the 
British and French offensives, pre- 
sent a picture of the 
savagery 
of 


modern warfare as characteristic as 
the Somme forests 
shattered 
and 


broken by months of shell-fire. 
, 


Many of these children are 
or- 


phans, without home 
or 
relatives. 


Many have been greviously wounded. 
Most of them suffer from a peculiar 
species of shell-shock which afflicts 
them generally with a sort of tremor 
not unlike St. Vitus dance. 


They have had life and death, hor- 


rors human and inhuman, revealed 
to them in guises so terrible that 
they will never be quite normal again. 
All are under-fed and frail from con- 
finement in cellars. Cut off sudden- 
ly from relatives and friends per- 
haps two years ago they have con- 
tinued to live within a few hundred 
yards of the front lines, listening al- 
ways to the thud of shells and the 
crash of explosives, until their idea 
of heaven is "a place tBat is very 
quiet." 
The condition of peasant 


men and women who have been liv- 
ing under the shadow of the invader 
through these long months and years 
has been bad enough, but the condi- 
tion of the half-starved wounded and 
mentally-deranged little children had 
been far worse. 


Everything that can be done to 


cure and care for them is now being 
done, constituting one of the most 
important medical task of the French 
committee. The first step was to re- 
move them well behind 
the 
front 


areas. Those who were orphans were 
taken far away from the sight and 
sound of shells, many of them to the 
south of France. The mildest cases 
were there put under the care of 
farm-mothers 
The 
more 
serious 


cases must, of course, be kept under 


close medical supervision in special 
institutions. 


Children who were not orphans 


were not usually taken away from 
tho district. Mothers or grandmoth- 
ers could not bear 
to 
part 
with 


them altogether, so they were placed 
on farms nearby where it. is possible 
for the friends to visit them fre- 
quently. 


One French organization has 
a 


hospital with 400 children patients 
all under 12 years of age. 
Most of 


them are wounded, some have lost 
legs or arms, others they say are 
suffering from brain fever or a puz- 
zling anaemia under 
which they 


rapidly waste away. 


"They are the victims of the 


ruthlessness of 
modern warfare," 


said the head of 
the 
hospital, a 


French woman wearing a uniform of 
the French Red Cross. 


There is 
no 
better 
argument 


against war than to see these mu- 
tilated little victims who will never 
play or enjoy life as other children 
do. 
They are 
mere 
shadows of 


childhood. 
It is difficult to make 


them talk and 
they 
tremble and 


start at any noise or sudden move- 
ment. 
Women are always 
gentle 


with children, but with these chil- 
dren we need a special gentleness, 
as if we were handling something 
more fragile than the most delicate 
china." 


One of the patients, 
a five-year- 


old boy who 
had 
been rendered 


dumb from shell shock, showed no 
improvement until after he had been 
in the hospital for 
seven weeks. 


Then one day he opened his eyes 
after a long sleep and said with a 
twisted smile to the nurse: 


"It is — very — quiet here; - 
I — like — it." . 


Cases like that encourage the 


jiurses. But there are many sadder 
cases—child patients whose wounds 
must inevitably prove fatal, patients 
who, 
despite 
every 
effort 
grow 


steadily weaker, patients who 
are 


gradually losing their reason 
and 


whom nothing can save.

APLE ICE CREAM.—One cupful 


of maple sirup, an egg and a 
pint of cream. Beat egg, add 


maple sirup and put In a saucepan. 
When cool add. cream and freeze.

Russian Apples.—Pare large, sour 


apples and core them, fill cores with 
mince meat made same as for pies 
(with tbe apples left out) and bake in 
Blow oven. 


Rum Tom Ditty.—Melt two table- 


epoonfnls of butter without browning, 
then add two tablespoonfuls of flour 
and stir until smooth. In this melt 
a pound of American cheese, stirring 
constantly while it melts. As the mix- 
ture becomes smooth add cream (half 
a pint), pouring slowly until it thick- 
ens, at which time add a can of con- 
densed tomato soup. 
Season with 


salt, pepper (red and black), cover and 
let It heat thoroughly. 
Serve with 


crackers or toast. 


Grated Horseradish.—Cut off the 


crown of a horseradish root about 
two inches from the top and set back 
In the earth again to make roots for 
another year. If you cannot set roots 
out at once, put Into a dish of water 
so they will not dry up, and if left a 
few days they will root in the water. 
Take the rest of tbe root, wash and 
scrape clean, then grate or put through 
food chopper, finest cutter. Do this 
beside an open window and it will not 
irritate your eyes so much. Then put 
into a glass Jar in a little sugar (about 
a teospoonful to half a pint) and put 
in vinegar enough to wet the horse- 
radish. Save all the juice that comes 
during the grating or chopping to add 
also. Keep tbe jar tightly closed. It 
Is ready for use at once. Do not pre- 
pare more than half a pint at a time, 
as it loses strength and turns dark. 


Caviar Canapes.—Cut and toast as 


many pieces of bread about a quarter 
of an Inch thick and two Inches square 
as you bave people to serve. Spread 
over each piece of crisp toast when 
cold a teaspoonful of chilled caviar. 
Hare in readiness some finely chopped 
parsley and some minced onion. Take 
a teaspoonful of eacb and chop them 
into a bard boiled egg until well mixed 
and fine. This quantity is enough for 
six canapes. Spread tbe mixture over 
tbe caviar and serve with lemon quar- 
ters.

Success of U Boats and Overthrow of 


th« Czar Cited as Arguments For 
Subscriptions — Soldiers at th« Front 
Urge Relatives at Home to Buy War 
Securities. 


How the German government appeal- 


ed to tlie hopes aiid fenis of its sub- 
jects in its calls for subscriptions to 
the sixth war loan of $3.570,000,000 
voted by the reichstag over the opposi- 
tion of the Socialist minority on Feb. 
23 is brought out in items found in Ger- 
man newspapers recently received In 
New Tork and London. The time for 
subscribing to the loan officially expir- 
ed on April 16, and on April 27 Count 
von Roedern, secretary of the imperial 
German treasury, is reported to have 
announced that the amount pledged to 
date was almost $3.094,000,000, with 
some of the men at the front still to be 
heard from. 


Danger* Menacing German Homes. 
In addition to the special references 


made in the appeals issued after April 
6 to the necessity of "giving a straight 
answer to Wilson," mentioned in cable- 
grams to the American press, the Ger- 
man war loan pleas laid great emphasis 
upon the alleged atrocities committed 
by the allies and the danger menacing 
German homes in case the enemy suc- 
ceeded in breaking the German defense 
lines. Here is an appeal printed in the 
Kolnlsche Zeitung: 


"Remember that our foes have re- 


jected the sincere offer of peace by our 
kaiser, rejected it -with Insolent mock- 
ery. Remember that England, who can- 
not conquer us with honorable weapons, 
engaged in a cowardly starvation war 
against our women, children and aged. 
Remember that France stirs up murder- 
ous beasts in the shape of men against 
you; 
that she sends colored beasts 


against your sons, brothers and fathers 
in the field. Remember what Russia's 
savage Cossack hordes have made of 
the flourishing East Prussian province 
and its peaceful inhabitants. Remember 
that 'neutral' America has broken off 
relations with us because odr subma- 
rines hare disturbed its 'business.' Re- 
member the treachery of Roumania 
and -Italy. Remember the maltreatment 
of our imprisoned heroes in enemy 
countries. Remember the bombing of 
peaceful, undefended towns by our 
foes. Remember the Baralong. 


"If you remember all this you will 


know what you have to evpect and 
wiat you have to do. Everything is at 
stake. Subscribe to the sixth war loan 
and compel our enemies to make peace." 


The Kolnipche Tolkszeitung, a leading 


organ of the Clerical party, printed the 
f ollowing : 


"We battle in storm wind and weath- 


er turmoil ; we hold out in the rain of 
bullets and protect the homeland with 
our hard, horny hands. 
See that we 


are not beaten and help us to victory. 
In hunger and thirst and hard necessity 
we obey the dictate of the hour. Help 
us to victory. 


"Our blood is flowing in torrents from 


the North sea to the Euxine. We suffer 
from frost and from the sun's pitiless 
heat We suffer unending tortures for 
our country. But our eagle's -wings etill 
fly proudly. Help us to victory. It is 
to you we look to nerve the armed fist 
so that when the storm of battle rages 
our hands more firmly grasp the rifle, 
so that we break the deceitful enemy's 
power. Give us gold and silver for the 
fight Help us to victory." 


Optimistic Not* Introduced. 


In the official advertisements of the 


•war loan an optimistic note is often 
found, as is evidenced by the following 
excerpt: 


"Everything is tottering! 
"On all the fronts we have torn away 


immense territories from the enemy! 


"Our 
submarines have administered 


the deathblow to enemy commerce 1 


"The authors of the war. Grey and 


Asquith. Deleave and Briand, have 
been hunted by their own peoples from 
their offices and honors ! 


"In Russia there !s revolution! The 


czar bn-5 been <lei»osed ! 


"Only one thins stands firm — the 


foundation of the German state 


fabric and the unconquerable strcngtli 
of the German pcojtle. !Ti>on this rests 
the absolute security of the German 
•war loans.

limetres of rain have fallen

May l is described by a neutral who 
arrived here on Friday as almost 
a catastrophe.
